INSUFFICIENT HOUSING, 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

[rish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

says :'— 

Long ago those who kept hens in the country 
never thought of providing more houses 
for them t would give them room 
enough to sleep in at night, and even.

King Alfonso's Collection. 


The King of Spain has shown himself 
to be a man of strength and resource by 
his handling of the recent critical situa- 
tic. in his country, and, so far, retains 
his throne and his royal powers.

Anong its-m o tzeasured items are the 
stors on which King Alfonso once cracked 
his head in a fall; the rusty knife with 
which an assassin tried to stab him as a 
boy; the skeleton of the horse kilied by 
the bomb hurled at him as he drove with 
President Loub-t in State throv-’: Paris 
in 1905; the poisoned feeding-bottle 
through which he ne: ly sucked death

steel bomb thrown at him and his bride 
just’ after their marriage twerty-four 
years ago in Madrid, an; the revolver 
which Sanchez Alegre fired repeatedly at 
him in the open street. 


NCrs. Siddons. 


I have been reminded by the centenary 
of the death of Mrs. Siddons, the famous 
actress, which occurs this year, to look 
up her visit to Dublin.in 1783. She was 
engaged by Richard Daly to appear at the 
Smock Alley Theatre for a limited number 
of performances, for which she was to re- 
ceive six hundred pounds. In a letter to 
a friend she recounted her impressions as 
follows — 

“We arrived in Dublin at half-past twelve 
at night” (the crossing, by the way, had 
filled her with a pleasing terror). ‘* There 
is not a tavern or house of any kind in the 
capital .. .. that will take a woman in; 
and do you know I was obliged, after being 
shut up in the Custom House officers’ room, 
to have the things examined, which" room 
was more like a dungeon than anything else. 
After staying there an hour and a haif | 
was obliged, sick and weary as I was, to 
wander about the streets on foot till two 
o'clock in the morning, raining, too, as if 
heaven and earth were coming together.”’ 

It is no wonder, after this chilly wel- 
come, that she described the Irish people 
as ‘‘ all ostentation. and itisincerity, and 
their ideas of finery’ very like the French, 
but not so cleanly, ‘and they not only 
“mó but think, coarsely.”” Despite

A Great Scientist. 


Michael Faraday made his famous dis- 
covery that electricity could be derived 
from magnetism. The ‘‘ Elemental Re- 
searches in Electricity,’’ published in 
1831, was undertaken for purely scientific 
reasons; yet it led directly to the inven- 
tion of the dynamo, the telegraph, the 
telephone, and the use of electrical current 
for many of the mechanical and industrial 
processes of modern civilisation. Faraday, 
who..was also’ responsible for many 
chemical discoveries, is now regarded as 
the greatest English scientist, after 
Newton. He was born 

Newington Butts, 
near London, in 
1791, and became an 
apprentice in the 
hookbinding — trade. 
Throngh reading some 
sf the books in his 
master’s shop, he be- 
“ame acquainted with 
the rudiments of 
chemistry and elec- 
tricity, and  eventu- 
ally procured admis- 
sion to the chemical 
lectures of Sir 
Humphry Davy, who 
took him on as an assistant in 1812. He 
succeeded to Davy’s Chair of Chemistrv in 
the Roval Institution in 1827, and after- 
wards became director of the laboratory. 
It is interesting to note that Faraday, who 
could easily have made a great fortune 
commercially, remained a poor man, 
probably because the tenets of the religious 
body known as Glassites. of which he was 
a devout member, forbade the undue 
accumulation of riches. He died at 
Hampton Court in 1867. having for half a 
century “ held aloft among the nations 
the scientific name of England.”’ 


Carleton. 


I am somewhat surprised 
realistic fiction of the Tyrone novelist, 
William Carleton, whose native Clogher 
has been the subject of a recent book, has 
not received the attention which it deserves 
from Gaelic translators. By many good 
judges Carleton is reckoned as the greatest 
of the Irish novelists of a hundred years 
ago. By every standard he wrote some of 
the best Irish peasant studies of last 
century, and, knowing his countrymen in- 
timately, he represented them more truth- 
fully than most of his contemporaries. He 
was a fluent speaker of Ulster Gaelic when 
it was still vigorous in Tyrone, and, if he 
had written in Irish, he would have 
founded a distinctive school of Gaelic 
fiction.

The discovery of these. interesting fact« 
led me to further investigations, and I 
set out to ascertain the world’s largest 
university. "This did not turn out to be 
Harvard or Yale, as I anticipated, but 
London University. The latter University, 
with its constituent colleges in England, 
has on its roll considerably more students 
than Harvard and Yale put. together.

A Desk’s Adventures. 
I believe that when the Royal Dublin 


Society come to celebrate their bi-centenary 


this year one of their most interesting 
relics will be an old writing bureau which 
reposes in the Council room. A minute 
of the 15th February, 1753, ordered that 
such a desk should be purchased for the 
keeping of books and papers, and the 
specimen obtained was of typical 
eighteenth century design, made of 
beautifully inlaid mahogany, with a 
sloping lid, two drawers and a cup- 
board beneath, while the words, “ This 
belongs to the Dublin Society,” and 
the date, 1755, were inscribed on the 
front. Yet, despite the inscription, the 
desk, at some early jeriod of its existence, 
disappeared, and was not recovered until 
some time in the first decade of the 
present century, when it was unearthed in 
the shop of a Liffey street dealer, and was 
purchased by the Society for the sum of 
£11. One can but speculate on the vicissi-

on several occasions. I remember two of 
these occasions in the last twenty years— 
once when she was at the height of her 
power, and again on the occasion of her fare- 
well concert in the Theatra Royal. At the 
latter concert her farewell message was 
printed on one of the pages of a souvenir 
programme printed in gold. 

The perfection of her vocal method was 
attested by the flexibility and assurance of 
production, even at the close of her lon 
career, in some of the most exacting o 
soprano arias. Outside the range of operatic 
music she was not an impressive interpreter.

THE DU CANGE ' 
DICTIONARY. 


Sieur Charles Dufresne Du Cange, historian 
and linguist, amongst several great works, 
wrote a wonderful glossary of Latin pecvliar 
to writers from the Middle Ages to modern 
times. He died at the close of the seventeenth 
century, but his dictionary has been a 
valuable foundation until this date. 

Sime time ago the International Academic 
Union originated the idea of a new Du Cange 
dictionary. In. America and in Europe 
national committees were formed to carry 
out the suggestion. An Irish committee is 
about to be added to the number. 

Professor J. Willard, of Colorado. Uni- 
versity, Chairman of the American Com- 
mittee, arrived in Dublin last week with the 
idea of aésisting in the establishment of an 
Irish Committee to collaborate with American 
and English scholars in the making of a new 
medimval’ Latin dictionary to supplement 
Du Cange s glossary. 

Professor Willard interviewed various 
scholars in the different Irish universities. 
He. succeeded in securing promises of co- 
operaton from the three constituent Colleges 
of the National University; from Trinity 
College, Dublin; from the Queen’s University, 
Belfast; the Royal Irish Academy, and the 
Irish Manuscripts Commission. 


DUBLIN MEETING. - 

An informal meeting was held last week at 
the offices of the Irish Manuscripts Com- 
mission. It was attendec by Professor Eoin 
MacNeill, presiding; Professor Alton, Pro- 
fessor Curtis, the Rev. M. H. Macinerney, 
O.P.: the Rev. Professor T. Corcoran, 8... ; 
Dr. R. Best, National Library, Dublin; Pro- 
fessor R. M. Henry, Queen's University, Bel- 
fast; Professor Willard, the Rev. Gregory 
Cleary, O.F.M.; Mr. L. ©. Purser, and the 
Rev. Aubrey Gwynn, 8.J., who acted as 
secretary. 

The work to be undertaken will be the 
reading of Latin works by Irish authors who 
wrote from 500 A.D. to 1,500 A.D., for the 
pu of forming a new dictionary of 
medismval Latin. 

Professor Willard, who has left Ireland to 
work in England, while in Dublin renewed an 
old friendship with Monsignor Pascal 
Robinson, the Papal Nuncio. When the 
Nuncio was Professor of Medieval History 
in the Catholic University of Washington he 
and Professor Willard became acquainted. 
The acquaintance has been renewed, and the 
Nuncio has become keenly interested in the 
work that the American professor is pro- 
moting.

The Straw Hat. 


To-day at Luton: hope runs high and 
hearts glow, although the clouds are grey. 
At last, after years of depression, there 
is promise of revival for the Bedfordshire 
town’s chief industry. In former years, 
when a million straw hats welcomed the 
approach of summer, Luton prospered ; 
for it was the supreme manufacturer of 
that form of headgear. Then fashion 
issued her mysterious decree. The straw 
hat vanished suddenly, and never has 
returned into the favour of British youth. 
In these days the spectacle of a straw 
hat is so rare as to provoke comment, but 
it fails to provoke imitation, and the 
fingers of Luton's work-girls, once happily 
busy with miles of plaited straw, are idle. 
Now, as Luton hopes, they have found 
their deus ex machina in the Prince of 
Wales. The Prince is wearing a straw 
hat during the less formal moments of 
his South American tour. It is a gesture 
pregnant not only with international good- 
will, but with economic significance ; for 
is it not inviting a new world to redress 
the balance of the old? In the first place, 
as his reception has shown, the Prince 
is immensely popular throughout South 
America, In the next place, His Royal 
Highness is accepted everywhere as the 
best-dressed man of the best-dressed 
country in the world; and the young 
South American is a keen follower of 
sartorial style. Even in the hottest 
moments of revolution he is particular 
about the cut of his trousers. If, then— 
as is very probable—the Prince’s example 
makes the straw hat de rigueur in Brazil, 
the Argentine, Chile and Peru, a mighty 
wave of South American orders will 
descend upon Luton, which waits only to 
discover whether the South American 
taste prefers plain or fancy straw. With 
perfect judgment, as we think, the Prince 
has not tried to popularise the straw hat 
in England, whose best summers are not 
free from rain and wind; but under the 
hot suns of South America the new 
fashion ought to have a long lease of life, 
and Luton ought to have rich cause for 
gratitude to that royal motto, Ich dien,. 


the deposition of Sefior Leguia would have 
stilled the troubled waters of Peru. On 
the contrary, since Colonel Cerro’s acces- 
sion there has been much disaffection in the 
country. In November there were agita- 
tions, and a general strike that endured 
for a day. Last Friday an armed out- 
break occurred at Lima which—if the 
reports are true—was foiled, and the 
insurgents took refuge in Callao, some 
distance away. Colonel Cerro’s troops 
recaptured Callao, but a fresh outbreak 
occurred at Arequipa, which apparently 
has been successful. The latest tidings 
to break the bonds of censorship assure us 
that Colonel Cerro has agreed to withdraw 


tions for a regular Government. ‘Virtually, 
therefore, he has resigned office. 

What is the origin of these strange 
outbreaks ? ‘Official statements from the 
Peruvian Government ascribed the latest 
to a few remaining adherents of Senior 
Leguia’s régime; but official documents 
that emanate from South America in times 
of stress must be accepted with a grain of 
salt. A far more probable explanation is 
afforded by a special correspondent of 
The Times, He observes that the revolt 
of last August did mot go fat enough to 
satisfy the disaffected elements. That move- 
ment was both socialistic and national. 
It was directed primarily against the 
corruption—real or imaginary—of . Sefior. 
Leguia’s régime, which permitted Peruvian 
labour to be “‘ bled white ' by the huge 
United States interests that hold most of 
Peru's wealth. Colonel Cerro éspoused 
the radicai cause; but no sooner had he 
fixed himself firmly in office than his 
enthusiasm for reform began to pale. In 
November his radical supporters decided 
that enough had not been done by the 
Provisional Government to protect them 
against their North American empleyers. 
Meetings followed, charged with revyolu- 
tionary sentiments. The manager of a 
great copper concern demanded support 
from the Provisional Government. Logic- 
ally Colonel Cerro ought to have refused 
t» espouse the cause of the very interests 
against which, in the person of Sefior 
Leguia, he had taken arms three months 
eailier. Instead, he acceded, and went so 
fai as to arrest radical deputies and to fire 
on a crowd of strikers. He has paid the 
penalty. 

The last state of the workers, therefore, 
is no better than the first. They anticipated 
a reform with the accession of Colonel 
Cerro, but they were disappointed. Their 
resentment was intensified lately by the 
reconstitution of the provisional Cabinet, 
one result of which was to remove the 
extremely radical Sefior Jimenez, and to 
instal the conservative Dr. Olaechea. 
Trouble has come t2 a head. The issues 
lie between, on the one hand, radicalism 
and the Peruvian equivalent of Sinn Féin, 
and, on the other hand, conservatism and 
the dominance of foreign interests in 
Peru. If these in truth are the issues— 
and we shall know before long—there need 
be little doubt of the event.. Latin- 
American opinion at the moment is 
dominantly against the foreigner. It has 
no objection to an ample foreign trade; 
on the contrary, it seeks to encourage such 
trade.. What it refuses to accept is the 
submergence of the various States by 
foreign interests whose sole object is 
profit at native expense. The recalci- 
trants; realising the ‘weaknesses of 
successive South American Governments, 
are not satisfied “to press for a change of 
administration. If we may accept the 
omens, they, wish for nothing less than a 
complete and thorough overhaul of the 
Peruvian economic system. The trade 
unions afe. ‘powerful, and no man 
knows what trade unionism may, or may 
not, do. When the choice lies between a 
form of socialism and corrupt administra- 
tion im the interest of foreigners, the 
country is between the upper and the 
nether millstones.

Dame Nellie Melba died yesterday at 
Sydney, and it is no exaggeration to say 
that the world will mourn her. Many 
famous singers have’ left a sense of great 
loss among their admirers in this or that 
country. Few, however, have cast a spell 
so wide as that thrown by this remarkable 
woman, who took her name from the City 
of Melbourne, where she was born. It was 
during the War, perhaps, that her popu- 
larity—her professional reputation already 
was well established—reached its highest 
point. With a promptitude not always 
found among the artistic she gave her 
services freely to raise money for relief 
work and to entertain the wounded. More- 
over, she was always willing to temper 
her programmes to her audiences, and the 
same readiness to help marked her deal- 
mgs with young singers, who so often are 
hampered by the jealousy of the great in 
their efforts to climb the ladder of success.

While such nu tly necessary measures 
have been ad elsewhere, chaos and ir- 
recoverable waste have progressed in the 
Free State, where various Ministers, over- 
loaded with other pressing problems, have 
been unwilling or unable to address them- 
selves to the complicated and vital question 
of tra organisation. One departmen- 
tal’ transport measure only—the Railway 
Motor Road Services Act—was hurriedly 
prepared and pushed through the Oireachtas. 
Some of the results of that unfortunate 

since apparent. 
Northern . Railway Com- 
pany has lost over £13,000 on one 
year’s operation of its omnibus services, 
and known losses of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company upon its road services for 
1930 were even much greater. The Dublin 
United Tramways Company similarly Jost 
over £7,000 on its omnibus traffic during the 
year 1930. Meanwhile many independent 
owners of ‘bus services havs met with bank- 
ruptcy, while others continue to incur heavy 
losses in the vain hope that cut-throat com- 
— may some day be suppressed by 
vernment action. Heavy expenditure from 
public funds has taken place on highways 
which run in parallel competition with main 
line railways, while radial roads from im- 
portant, railway centres have been hopelessly 
neglected. These are but examples of the 
price which is being paid by the whole com- 
snunity for the absence of a national trans- 
port policy and effective ministerial control 
of an industry which, with the single excep- 
tion of agriculture, involves vastly more 
capital, and employs vastly more labour, 
than does any other industry in the Free 
State. 

For almost a century the absence of funds 
with which to develop transport in Ireland 
has been deplored by public representatives 
of all sections and parties. For the want of 
such resources agriculture and. other indus- 
tries suffered severe, and frequently fatal, 
handicaps. Now, when the necessary re- 
sources have become available, they are being 
dissipated in a prodigal way, New capital 
outlays, instead of being so applied as to 
extend and assist previous investments, have 
been allowed to become a menace to financial 
stability and efficiency in every branch of 
transport.

MR. BINCHY’S ADDRESS 
IN BERLIN. 


From 4 Spectra ConRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Saturday. 

An andience, which mcluded the Presidents 
of the Prussian High Court and State Court 
and of the Union of German Levyers, 
hstened with interest to an address delivered 
by the Irish Free State Minister, Professor 
Binchy, before the Juristische Gesellachast 
in Berlin, on the subject of “The British 
Commonwealth in Constitutional and Iinter- 
national law.” 

The Minister spoke of the difficulty which 
foreign jurists, accustomed to the strict 
and formal system of Roman jurisprudence, 
had in apprecating the relations between the 
various members of the Commonwealth. Ihe 
Crown constituted in each State a separate 
juristic personality, both in Constitutional 
and in International Law. 

The lecturer illustrated this from the 
reports of the recent Imperial Conferences. 
Each member of the Commonwealth had now 
control of all its imternal and 
external affairs; possessing equal inter- 
national rights with every other State. How 
far it chose to exercise these rights was a 
matter entiiely for the Dominion concerned: 
Some Dominions. had exercised them more 
freely than others; but that was a matter.of 
policy, not of law; legally, each member of 
the Commonwealth had sovereign status, 

it was inadvisable, he remarked, to try to 
classify the British Commonwealth under 
one of the traditional forms of State group- 
ings, such as a Confederation or a Personal 
Union.

PLATO AND 
IMMORTALITY: 


PROFESSOR TIERNEY’S 
LECTURE.

‘The greatest treatise on the immortaiity 
of the soul was also the first,” declared 
Professor M. Tierney, M.A., T.D., at the 
wutset of his lecture on the subject of ‘* Plato 
and Immortality,”’ delivered at the ingugural 
meeting of the Classical Society at Univer- 
sity College, Earlsfort. terrace. last night. 
The chair was, taken by Dr. D. J. Coffey, 
President of the College, and the attendance 
included the Minister for Education, Professor

Minister; Father Gwynn, 8.J.; and the Lord 
Mavor, 

Piato’s Dialogue on the subject of the 
soul's immortality, declared Professor 
‘Tierney, was.written to preserve the last 
conversation. orf this theme between Socrates 
and his |. disciples  heiore the 
philosopher's death. A great deal had heen 
said as to whether the arguments« set forth 
belonged rather to Plato than to Socrates. 

¢-.may never know.” declared” the 
“of Socrates, actually held ihe 
opinions attributed to him in the Dialogue, 
bul we may be quite certain they were never 
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Proresson M Tierney. 


Riven in the exact order set forth in the 
treatise. The last word on Plato would 
never be said, but it was possible to shiit 
the emphasis here and there. The betief 
in Immortality existed Jong before the Greek 
philosophers. . One of the earliest doctrines 
was that of the divinity of the soul. There 
Was no reason, however, to believe that the 
Pythagoreans required pérsonal righteousness 
as a direct means to the securing of personal 
immortality. Their desires were bounded “by 
a desire for worldly good fortune. That they 
attained personal righteousness, ther@fore, 
spoke well for their moral fibre. One of the 
most remarkable features of the Dialogue 
was that it contained every argument for or 
against immortality that has ever beén ad- 
vanced. The great ideal of the philosopher 
was, and is, to prepare fér death. 

“The man who fears death.” declared 
Professor Tierney, “is a lover of the body,” 
The objections advanced against immortality 
to Socrates by his disciples were the stock 
ones of materialism, 
Master a strong warning against agnosticism. 
The saint is the standing refutation of 
materialism. All arguments of mental and 
medical materialism collapse when confronted 
with the doctrine of good and evil. ‘* The 


Yurction of the soul is to say no to the body,” 


declared the lecturer, in conclusion. “If it 

‘were a product of the body, it would he idle 

to talk of good and bad men.”
